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Tshombe Still 
Hostage of 
Egypt's Nasser

Moise Tshombe of the Congo 
complained today he was being 
treated 
as 
a prisoner and 


watched constantly by 30 Egyp- 
tian 
intelligence agents. 
He 


fired off letters of protest to all 
members attending the summit 
conference of nonaligned na- 
tions. 


Tshombe was barred from the 


conference and was placed un- 
der house arrest on his arrival 
three days ago. The Congo then 
blockaded the United Arab Re- 
public and Algerian embassies 
m Leopoldville. 


U.A.R. President Gamal Ab- 


del Nasser 
sent word that 


Tshombe would be held until the 
blockades in Leopoldville 
are 


lifted. Tshombe was allowed a 
few visitors by Egyptian police 
and troops guarding the Aruba 
Palace where Tshombe is being 
held on the outskirts of Cairo. 


Diplomatic 
sources in Leo- 


poldville said Tshombe 
tele- 


phoned his government to allow 
the Egyptian and Algerian dip- 
lomats to leave their embassies. 


Leopoldville 
reports 
said, 


however, that a 
soldier sta- 


tioned at the Algerian Embassy 
insisted 
his orders were un- 


changed. 


Nasser and President Ahmed 


Ben Bella of Algeria led the 
fight to keep Tshombe from the 
conference. They have accused 
him of being a stooge for the 
West, opposed his attempted 
secession 
of 
Katanga, 
and 


blamed him for the killing of 
Patrice Lumumba, leftist and 
first premier of the Congo. 


The Conference voted unani- 


mously to bar Tshombe and so 
far no one has arisen publicy to 
denounce his detention, an'act 
without 
precedent in modern 


times. 


An embassy, spokesman 
In 


Cairo said Tshombe is anxious 
to leave because "he has many 
things to do in Leopoldville." 
But there was no confirmation 
from 
sources 
in Cairo that 


Tshombe had ordered the block- 
ade lifted on the two embassies 
in Leopoldville.

§)vernments in the Western 


emisphere. 
He also implied a stern warn- 


ing to Indonesia against any at- 
tack on the Philippines, saying 
an attack on that island nation 
in the Western Pcific would, 
under the existing Tj^aty^of. Al- 
liance, ?'be an a'UaW^ii the 
United States." 


Rusk's assertion on this point 


grew out of questions concern- 
ing the visit here earlier this 
week of President 
Diosdado

son. Rusk did not say anything 
o indicate that he thought an 
Indonesian attack on the Philip- 
pines was, at this moment, a 
serious possibility.
